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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group II (claims 6-7f & 12f) in Paper No. 
2/17/04 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1-5, 8-11 & 13-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 2/17/04. 

Oath/Declaration 

2. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is required. See 
MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: 
It is not signed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 
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Claim 6 recites a peptide "23 amino acids in length", whereas the recitation of "has the 
sequence..." is considered open claim language; thereby, being contradictory. 

It is suggested that amending claim 6 to: "a peptide that reduces oxidative damage to 
cells, where said peptide is 23 amino acids in length and consists of the sequence: 
DGDEVEEEAEPYEEATERTTSIA (SEQ ID NO: 7)", 

should obviate this particular rejection and reflect more accurate and conventional language, 
based on the disclosure on page 4 of the specification. 

4. Claims 7 & 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
and incomplete for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 7 & 12 are indefinite because they are dependent on nonelected claims. 

Claim 12 is incomplete because compositions contain at least 2 components, such as a 
carrier. In addition, the recitation of "in unit dosage form" is indefinite, in which the metes and 
bounds are not defined because no disease state, dosage, etc. is recited in the claim, in order to 
determine what dosage is envisioned, etc. For example, the sentence bridging pages 7-8 states 
that "this will vary depending upon clinical conditions. 

It is suggested that amending claim 12 to: "a pharmaceutical composition comprising the 
peptide of claim 6" should obviate this particular rejection.
